Although  the  traditional  fighting  ‘Y’ 
Cougars  could  not  upset  the  strong 
Colorado  Aggie’s  championship  team 
they  held  them  closely  in  check  and 
played  a game  that  proved  them  to  be 
strong  contenders  for  victory  against 
any  Rocky  Mountain  conference  team. 
Both  teams  fought  on  an  even  basis 
for  the  first  half  of  the  game,  but  the 
greater  weight  and  driving  power  of 
the  Aggies  smashed  through  for 
supremacy  in  the  latter  stages  of  the 
encounter.  The  final  score  was  15-6.; 

The  Cougar  aerial  attack  baffled 
the  Coloradoans  and  came  near  to 
causing  them  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
the  Young  team.  Young’s  passing 
system  was  especially  effective  in  the 
second  quarter  when  a series  of  well 
made  passes  put  the  ball  over  for  a 
lone  touchdown. 

The  Aggies  scored  first  during  the 
first  quarter  of  play  when  a pass,  Beat- 
tie  to  Davis  was  completed  and  the 
Aggie  captain  dashed  the  remaining 
25  yards  for  the  touchdown.  Davis 
also  converted  the  try  for  point  after 
the  touchdown  by  scoring  with  a 
placement  kick. 

In  the  second  quarter  the  Young- 
sters launched  a campaign  that  carri- 
ed them  from  their  own  30-yard  line 
to  the  Karmer's  goal  by  a series  of 
passes  and  line  smashes,  well-execut 
ed  and  coming  at  strategic  moments. 
A long  pass  from  Rowe  to  Reeve  set 
things  under  way  and  a final  six- 
yard  pass  from  Rowe  to  Dixon  com- 
pleted the  campaign.  Reeve  was  un-' 
able  to  keep  up  his  hitherto  perfect 
klctrtrrg  percentage  Itj — rtnr  ■phrcemeiit 
try  after  goal.  The  first  half  ended 
with  the  Coloradoans  leading  by  a 6-7 
score. 

Brown,  upon  receiving  the  kickoff 
starting  the  second  quarter,  got  away 
down  the  side  of  the  field  for  a 50- 
yard  run  and  placed  the  ball  on  the 
“Y”  19-yard  line  and  continued  smash- 
ing bored  through  the  line  for  the  A. 
C.’s  second  touchdown. 

The  Cougars  held  possession  of  the 
ball  for  a good  portion  of  the  remain- 
ing part  of  this  quarter,  threatening 
the  Farmers  continually  and  holding 
them  on  their  own  ground  most  of  the 
time. 

The  fourth  period  found  the  Coug- 
ars still  fighting  gamely  against  their 
powerful  opponents,  who  finally  forc- 
ed them  to  the  ‘Y’  6-yard  line  where 
the  Cougar  line  held  them  tight  and 
they  were  forced  to  relinquish  the 
ball  to  the  B.  Y.  U.  under  their  own

Utah  Aggies  played  Denver  univer- 
sity to  a 7-7  deadlock  Saturday.  Cap- 
tain Smart  of  the  Aggies  tore  off  19 
yards  for  a touchdown  early  in  the 
fourth  quarter,  and  then  added  the 
extra  point.  Denver  then  took  the  ball 
and  by  a series  of  smashing  line  plays 
pushed  over  a touchdown  and  for- 
ward passed  for  the  extra  point  to  tie 
the  count. 

Colorado  university  opened  its  con- 
ference season  with  a win  over  Colo- 
rado Teachers,  scoring  twenty-one 
points  to  six  for  the  Teachers.  This 
was  the  first  game  for  Colorado  U 
and  the  second  for  the  Teachers. 

Little  Western  State  Teachers  col- 
lege bowed  to  the  strong  and  fast 
moving  Colorado  College  eleven  by 
the  score  of  24  to  6.  “Dutch’’  Clark, 
brilliant  Colorado  College  fullback  led 
the  attack  which  completely  routed 
the  small  Teacher’s  team. 

Montana  State  traveled  to  Nebraska 
and  met  disaster  at  the  hands  of  the 
Cornhuskers.  Montana  was  able  ter 
score  only  six  points  to  Nebraska’s 
twenty-six.  Nebraska  has  one  of  the 
heaviest  teams  in  the  nation  this  year.

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Fine  Arts  College 
Has  Large  Enrollment 

Work  in  the  College  of  Fine  Arts, 
headed  by  Dean  Gerrit  de  Jong,  is 
making  rapid  progress,  the  depart- 
ment haying  the  largest  enrollment 
in  the  history  of  the  school. 

Under  this  head  is  the  music,  art 
and  dramatic  art  departments,  and 
they  are  rapidly  becoming  the  mOst 
popular  branches  of  work  in  the  in- 
stitution. The  music  division  can  be 
divided  into  theory,  instrumental  and 
vocal,  the  latter  having  its  first  event 
of  the  year  in  the  form  of  the  At- 
water Kent  contest  last  Thursday 
night.

This  college  is  the  newest  college 
in  the  university,  and  is  now  starting 
its  fourth  year.  Last  year  there  were 
seventeen  majors  in  this  work  upon 
whom  degrees  were  conferred  at  grad- 
uation. There  promises  to  be  con- 
siderably more  than  this  number  this 
spring  as  those  who  started  as  fresh- 
men when  the  college  was  organized 
will  be  graduated  this  year. 

An  illustration  of  the  growth  of  the 
College  of  Fine  Arts  in  the  harmony 
class,  which  heretofore  has  never  had 
a membership  of  more  than  a small 
handful  of  students,  who  were  special- 
izing in  music.

them  and  in  their  proper  order. 

Several  projects  in  the  music  and 
dramatic  art  line  have  been  planned 
for  the  coming  year,  as  well  as  the 
exhibition  of  art  work  by  the  students 
in  the  painting  and  drawing  classes.

FRESHMAN  AIR  ATTACK 
BAFFLES  “GOLD  AND 
BLUE” 


The  crack  B.  Y.  U.  freshman  foot- 
ball team  scored  its  third  victory  in 
as  many  games,  when  it  took  the  long 
end  of  a 7-0  count  from  the  L.  D.  S. 
high  school  Saturday  afternoon  on  the 
“Y”  stadium.  Marvin  Skousen  crash- 
ed through  the  line  for  the  touchdown 
and  then  kicked  goal. 

The  touchdown  came  as  the  result 
of  a beautiful  pass  from  Martin  to 
Staples  which  placed  the  ball  on  the 
Saint’s  5-yard  line.  Fer  unnecessary 
delay  the  greenlings  were  penalized  5 
yards,  but  Martin  ripped  off  8 yards 
in  two  plays  and  then  Skousen  'went 
over  for  the  six  points. 

L.  D.  S.  failed  to  make  a single 
first  down  through  the  powerful  frosh 
line,  and  advanced  the  ball  mostly  on 
passes.  They  also  held  their  own  line 
fairly  tight  but  the  Kitten  backs  weif 
frequently  able  to  penatrate  it  for 
good  gains. 

It  was  evident  that  Coach  Dixon 
had  much  strength  in  his  reserves  for 
these  boys  were  just  as  consistent  in 
gaining  ground  as  the  first  string.  Pro- 
bert,  substitute  halfback,  intercepted  a 
Saint  pass  in  mid-field  and  raced  with 
it  to  the  ten  yard  line.

to  vary  this  rule  somewhat  in  basket- 
ball as  the  gym  is  too  small  to  ac- 
commodate the  entire  student  body. 
We  have 'restricted  the 'number  of  stu- 
dents in  this  case  by  charging  a fee  of 
fifty  cents  a game.  'This  would  seem 
to  be  a little  unfair  as  there  are  a 
good  many  students  in  this  school 
who  can  not  afford  more  than  the  in- 
itial $10  to  see  the  games,  but  some- 
thing had  to  be  done  and  that  plan 
killed  two’  birds  with  one  stone.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are 
plenty  of  seats  for  all  who  will  care 
to  come,  there  can  be  no  reason  for 
the  charge,  except  that  of  raising 
money.  Raising  money  is  a worthy 
project,  but  when  we  pay  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  we  have  a natural 
disinclination  to  pay  again.  Of  course 
a dollar  is  not  a great  deal,  but  it  hap- 
pens to  be  more  than  a good  many  of 
us  feel  we  can  give  for  a football 
contest. 

Of  course,  the  stadium  is  a school 
project  and  should  and  does  receive 
the  wholehearted  support  of  the  stu- 
dent body.  The  boys  have  given 
freely  of  their  time,  the  girls  have  done 
all  that  was  asked  of  them.
